A CELEBRATED SONG. 
Ilow Will S. Hays Wrote *‘Evangeline’’ 
on a Fence With Charred Sticks. 
From the Courter-Journal. 

‘*More than 145,000 copies of ‘Evangeline’ 
were sold in fourteen months,’’ said Will 38. 
Hays, the famous song writer, yesterday to 
a Courier-Journal reporter. ‘The conversa- 
tion was on the subject of his songs, their or- 
igin, number and history. -Of all he has pub- 
lished, considerably over 200, **Evangeline,”’ 
“Mollie Darling” and **Norah O’Neal”’ were 
probably the most popular. ‘**Evangeline’’ 
is one of the most beautiful popuiar compo- 
sitions ever published in America, and 
just before the breaking out of the war 
was sung in every home and hy every 
company of singers in the land. Sirange to 
sav. the author never received one cent for 
bis composition, though at the usual royalty, 
three cents perjcopy, he would have mide 
$4,350 out of itin the fourteen months. How 
many copies in all have been sold he does not 
know. though itis still in demand, and the 
total pumber would probably reach 390,990. 
When **Evangeline’’ was first issuedit be- 
cameimmensely popular. The minstrels of 
ante-bellum days, whose specialty, next tu 
characteristic negro delineations, was senti- 
mental ballads, sang the beautiful composi- 
tion for quintet in every city in the land, and, 
as is usual with popular ballads, the minstrel 
tenor, the famous Campbell, of Campbell’s 
Minstrels, first introduced it. 

‘*T was a wild young fellow when I wrote 
“Evangeline,” continued Col. Havs, “and it 
grew out ofafrolic. Just before tae war! 
was Visiting one summer up in Oldham 
county, near Lagrange. There was a party of 
gay young ladies visiting the house also, most 
of whom have children now as old as I was 
then. Among them wasa beautiful girl who 
resembled the idea! pictures of Longfellow’s 
‘Evangeline’ so closely that I called ber by the 
name, and it clung to her as a. nick- 
name. One evening we were all in- 
vited over toa frolic at the residence of 
Hon. Robt. D. Mallory. and all went. We 
danced and sang, and soon discovered that 
four of us could sing very nicely together. 
We tried ‘Come Where My Love Lies 
Dreaming’ and other popular quartets, and 
got along so nicely that we became quite en- 
thusiastic over our success. About 1 or2 
o’clock in the morning we started to walk 
home down the road. The night was as 
bright as day, with the full moon hanging in 
the sky,and as we walked wesang. Finally we 
sat down in a nice nook in a field to rest, and 
‘Evangeline’ began to suggest other songs to 
sing. 

***I’ll write you a song,’ said I, “if you’l! 
promise to sing it before we go home.’ 

**This was azreed to. On the opposite side 
of the road arail tence hud been torn away 
and a white plank fence had veen erected. 
Where we were sitting a party of negroes bad 
been roasting ears of corn over atire, and the 
charred sticks lay all around. I gathered upa 
bundle of them under my arm and, foilowe« 
by the girls, walked over tothe fence. With 
the charied sticks I wrote the first verse of 
the sore on the top plank of the fence and the 
notes for four voices on the four planks be- 
neath, making ita quartet.

I told her 
Il couldn’t doit, but she might go down and 
copy itoffthe fence, Shetook an um)rells 
and a sheet of paper, and soon came back with | 
words and music copied off. 

‘*Then she insisted on having another verse, 
and so | wrote another verse, on condition 
that | was to have a kiss for it, and she to 
have the music. She wenthome to St. Louis. 
and sang ‘Evangeline’ about there until it 
attracted attention, and she sent it back to 
me to have it publisbed. I sent that song to 
every music publisher in America, until the 
MS. was nearly worn out, andthe best offer 
I received for it was from Brainerd, of Cleve- 
land,who offered me $10 and twenty-five 
copies of the music. I declined it. Shortly 
after I was in Cleveland, and Campbell’s 
Minstrels were there. I took the song to

Finally, seeing that 
resistance was useless,the insurgents broke 
and fled, leaving many killed and -wounded 
on the field. Their chief, Ben Halifa, was 
found among the dead. The occupation of 
Stax was completed by Col. Jamais’ regiment 
recently brought over from France. ‘The 
Arabs are now encamped in the neighbor- 
hood of Sfax, and itis «affirmed that, inan 
engagement on Sunday night, two hundred of 
their horsemen were left dead on the field.

The con- 
duct of the Richmond Marvin so well corre- 
sponded with that of the Lakewood Marvin 
thatit was at once decided that they were 
identical. White visiting a relative 
of her late husband, pastor of a 
cburch in Jamaica, Long Island, the Lakee 
wood Jady saw and answered an advertise- 
ment fora governess. Mr. Marvin speedily 
appeared in Jamaica, made the ladv’s ac- 
quaintance, was favorably impressed with 
her, and soon solicited her hand in marriage. 
She at first refused him, but subsequently 
referred him to her father in Lakewood. 
Hitber Mr. Marvin came, presented what ap- 
peared to be unexceptionable credentials, 
represented himself as being connected with 
the United States Levation at Paris at a hand- 
some salary, and made a favorable impres- 
sion upon the widow’s father,who isa Presby- 
terian clergyman. So thoroughly did Marvin 
succeedin gaining the Lakewood gentleman’s 
favor thathe announced himself agreeable to 
the union if his daughter wished it. Marvin 
returned to Jamaica, renewed his suit, and 
an engacement to be fuliilled about the last of 
June Was made. At the time appointed for 
the nuptials Marvin reported himself as din- 
gerously ill, and the ceremony wasladeferred. 
Atthis time the marriage ef Thomas Murvin 
and the Richmond lady took place. 

On the %hof July Marvin reappeared in 
Lakewood and was married as above stated. 
He went with bis new wife to Washington, 
and tbere leit her ostensibly to visit Fred- 
ericksburg; but the Lakewood lady has not 
scen him since. In response to a telegram, 
she Jeft Washington for Asbury Park, ex- 
pecting to meet Marvin there; but he had de- 
parted before she arrived, and on Saturday 
last she returnedto her home in Lakewood, 
contidently expecting her husband later in 
the day. He has not yetarrived. Marvin 
casually stated that, aithougch he had ade- 
quate resources, he was short of 
ready cash, ancl he presented 
two drafts, one for $HOO and 
wmother for $5,400, to the clergyman, and said 
it weuld be an accémmodation to have either 
one honored. His intended father-in-law 
interested himselfin the matter, and as_ it 
Was not convenient to get cither draft cashed 
in the village, became personally responsible 
to two merchants here for 3$100—70 of one 
party and $30 of another—which Marvin put 
in his pocket, giving his personal check fer it. 
He bas so far failed to meet the obligation. 
On Tuesday a telegram was received from the 
Riecbmond Chief of Police, accurately desecrib- 
ing the Lakewood Marvin, and 
saying that if he appeared his arrest 
Was desired. The telegram removes alldoubt 
as to the identitv of Thomas Marvinand Al- 
hert T. Marvin. Consequently he is now 
‘wanted’ in Richmond for forgery and in 
New Jersey for bigamy. Since her return to 
her bome, the Lakewood Mrs. Marvin has re- 
ceived letters fromthe adventurer, but he 
failed tosay where a letter shouid be ad- 
dressed to reach him. His letter was post- 
marked and dated Boston. Inquiry as to his 
credentials of the persons Whose names were 
attached to them: bas failed to elicit a favora- 
ble response, some of the gentlemen applied 
to saving that they had no acquaintance with

Further patticulars of the capture of Sfax 
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POPE LEO. 
His Audience With Billy Florence and 
Bonanza Mackey. 

From an Interview with Florence in N. Y. Saa- 

‘sDid you have an audience with the 

ope?’’ 

‘indeed we did. That is one ofthe great 
events of my life. It was a ceremonial audi- 
ence extended to Mr. Mackey and myself, and 
we had fifteen or twenty minutes’ talk with 
the Pope.’’ 

On being pressed for details Mr. Florence 
said: ‘We first received a large card of invi- 
tation, and at the appointed time Monsignor 
Cutaldi, the Master of Ceremonies at the.Vati- 
can, called for us. At the ae entrance 
ofthe Vatican we found the Swiss guard 
drawn up. They have a beautiful fourteenth 
century Costume of black and yellow trunks 
and tabards. They had_ silver breast 

lates and wore helmets wi:h flowing plumes. 
ve were shown up a magnificent stairaase to 
ap antechamber, where we were met by sev- 
erul members of the household. Ff 
into another room we met A Chinas: 
bishop and a priest, who were to have an 
audicnee after us. The Bishop was aFrench- 
nan by birth, but he had crown a pig-tail and 
adopted Chinese dress. The priest was 4 2:- 
tive Chinaman, and it was a sight to see the 
rapt, carnest look on his face at the thought 
that be was soon to see, face to face, the heal 
ofthe Church. Monseigneur Cataldi now left 
us, Ut soon returned with the information 
that the Pepe was ready tosee us. As the 
doors were thrown open we walked in through 
a file of the Guard | 
ubiform and wearing silver helmets, ‘The 
Pope was seated upon a throne in the middle 
ofthe room. We knelt before him, as ig cus- 
tcmary, kissing his hare, and he at once 
begged us torise. There were several Car- 
dinals present, but as soon as we had been 
presented the guard and all retired, leaving 
us With the Pope.”’ 

‘*‘How was be dressed ?’’ 

‘-Well, [have an eye for costume, and of 
course I noticed that. He wore a lone, white 
cassock, of a stuff that looked like merino. Lt 
bad a narrow binding of a pale rose color, and 
the buttons were of the same color. Over it 
be wore a white cape trimmed with down. 
He wore white silk stockings and white 
shoes, each with a golden cross ttpon it, On 
his head he had a white skullcap with a bind- 
ing of pale rose'tint. He bad a white sash, 
and around his neck,a heavy gold chain, from 
which hung a cross of diamonds and rubies.’’ 

In response to inquiries as to the details of 
theinterview, Mr. Florence said: ‘*Hedirat 
asked meif I spoke Italian. Ireplied that [ 
knew very little Italian. Then he asked me 
whether I spoke French, and whether Mr. 
Mackey did. Itold him that [ thought I 
could converse with bim ‘in French, and in- 
terpret to Mr. Mackey. He then weleomed 
ustoRome. Hespoke about Mrs. Mackey 
and her deeds of benevolence, and of Mr. 
Mackey’s .charities. You know that Mr. 
Mackey sustains at Virginia City an asylum 
fortnecare of children. I told the Pope 
about this, and he seemed very much pleased. 
I translated in French some remarks of Mr. 
Mackey as to how highly he appreciated the 
honor and priyilege of the audience. The 
Pope then said pleasantly, ‘Now, what about 
yourself?’ [told him that I wasa dramatic 
urtist. ‘Yes,’ said he, ‘Cataldi told me 
that. I hear that you have 
done something in connection 
with St. Agnes Parish in New York City.’ I 
suid that that was averysmall matter. He 
then said, ‘Nothing is small that is done for 
the Church of God.’ I remarked to him in 
the course of the conversation that it seemed 
to me that the Catholic Church was greatly 
increasing in the United States from the fact 
that new cburches were constantly going up. 
He said that of all countriesin the world the 
people of the United States seemed to be the 
most generous tothe Church., He spoke of 
the great prosperity ofthe American people, 
Saying that they had good crops and favora- 
ble business, andthose were the evidences 
that God had blessed them, because as a peo- 
ple uhey were charitable and réligious. He 
did not make any distinction between Catho- 
lics and Protestants, but spoke of our people 
asa whole. In conclusion he invited us to 
eal] and see him againand gave us his bless- 
ing.’? - 

**How did be impress you as to his physica! 
condition?” 

‘He was very thin, but said that he en- 
joyed good health. He happened to remark 
that he had been es till 2 o’vlock that morn- 
ing, and said that he had frequently to sit up 
till that hour to attend to the business of the 
churcb.

FROM Gen. Duamont’s record of steamboat 
easualties during the year, whieh will he out 
in a week, it appears that, omittiag the Vera 
Cruz and Alpena disasters, there were fewer 
casualties from July 1, 1880,to June 30, 1881, 
than forany twelve months preeeding since 
the introduction of steam navigation. The 
Vera Cruz was wrecked onthe Florida coast 
andthe Aipena on Lake Miehigan. They 
were both so far perfect in construction and 
equipment as itis possible to build steamers, 
but couldn’t withstand the furious storms in 
which they were caught. No inspection, nor 
anything else, could have saved them. Both 
these disasters occurred in the first six 
months of 1880.81. The last six months of 
that fiscal year show by far fewer casualties 
thun for any preceding six months. 


Ow the subject of river transportation Mr. 
Henry Davis, of Keokuk, says the people of 
Soutbern Iowa are a unitin favor of a mon- 
ster demonstration at St. Louis for river im- 
prcevement; the same feeling exists all along 
the Mississippi towns. The people are in 
favor of any and all improvements which 
will enable them to get their grain to the sea- 
board, Whether by way of the lakes or the 
river, but thev feel that the natural 
route to the sea is by the river, and they ap- 
preciate the fact that the water route is most 
evsily improved and most commodious. Mr. 
Davis also says the people are expec'ing the 
barge lines to come to the front and put tkeir 
shoulders to the wheel for that convention. 
That is where they are mistaken. The great 
barge companies of St. Louis would like to 
see tberivet improved if the General Govern- 
ment would make some sort of a guarantee 
that nobody else should be permitted to run 
barges and steamboat lines upon it: but they 
would sooner Worry along the way they are 
now doing than have the fierce competition 
which the improvement will entail.

A Changein the Temperature Looked 
For To-Night. 


Another scorcher was the order to-day ana 
disgust was universal. The temverature has 
scarcely let down at all for forty-eight hours, 
the nights being nearly as bad as 
the days. The Signal Service morning 


reports talk about a northwester from Mon- 
tana, but the early Lbours of the day give no 
indication of its arrival. At 10a. m., howev- 
er, the wind wheeled around to the north and 
the observers incharge of the Sigaal Station 
beggn to be hopefu!. By noon the wind was 
blowing at the rate of twelve 
mijes an hour from the north ‘and 
it was evident the change was about to set in. 
The morving bulletins came in and the 
chances were bettered. The probability is 
that there will be rain to-night and that the 
nizbt will be cool and pleasant. While read- 
ing the above it must be remembered that 
the probabilities have been away off 
several times this week. It is, however, 
extremely probable that the hat spell has lost 
its grip and that to-morrow will be cool and 
enjoyable. The change was noticeable after 1 
o’clock this afternoon, and althoughin the 
present state of the atmosphere it will take 
some time for the change to get a hold, yet it 
will probably bave taken hold by 8 p. 
m. The above prophecies are made 
on the authority of the officers of the Signal 
Station, and if the predictions are wrong the 
ofticer are to be blamed. They declare, how- 
ellers, that the chances are first-class that the 
change will take place.

The Recorder has 
given some attention to the subject and he is 
well posted in the legal directions bearing 
upon it. In this instance it was clear that 
the young lady belonged to the white race, 
but a suspicion attached with regard to the 
handsome young man who stood by 
her side applying fora license, and the Re- 


corder called him into his private office, where 
the question was put, ‘‘Are you not of Afri- 
can descent?’ ‘The response was in the 
aftirmative. “But,’’ said the young man, ‘it 
isso remote that it never occurred to me 
there would be any impropriety in seeking a 
heense for marriage With this young lady. 
I have known her for several years, and 
our families have resided in the same neigh- 
borhood eyer since [can remember. This is 
the first occasion of a relationship being 
mentioned or proposed, but I presume al! 
who are acquainted with us know that we ure 
of different raves. Iam sure that Miss 

is aware of 1t but, the fact that she interposes 
no objection to the marriage is 
apparent or she would not have 
accompanied me _ here. In such a 
case as ours the law applies somewhat hard, 
does it not?” 

‘‘You bave never seriously regarded the 
consequence of such a relation, young mau,”’ 
replied the Recorder, ‘‘or you would not have 
encouraged it. You are an intelligent man 
and I will read to you what the statutes have 
to sxy touching marriages of the kind 
vou propose and you will see that 
itis potin my powerto grant you & license, 
even if Lwere disposed to do so.” 

Section 1540} provides that no persou hav- 
ing one-eixhth or more of negro blood in his 
or her veins sball be permitted to marry a 
white persou. Fora violation of the statute 
the punishment shall be imprisonment 
and fine; the maximum sentence two 
years in the penitentiary, the minimum 
three months in jail anda fine of $1000. It 
is provided further that ‘‘a jury shall deter- 
mine the proportion of negro blood’ upon 
an investigation forthe purpose of convic- 
tion. Section 3625 provides that all mar- 
riages between white and colored persons, 
where it shall be shown that one-eighth or 
more of negro bleod exists on _ the 
one side or the other, shall be held 
‘fabsolutely void.”’ It would have 
been a difficult matter for 
any stranger to have detected 
the African bloodinthe veins of the young 
maninthe case above, where the Recorder 
happened to have a suspicion which was con- 
firmea by a frank acknowledgment of the 
disappointed applicant. A serious question 
arises, however, whether the Recorder is 
clothed with any legal authority to investi- 
gate such cases or whether he has the power 
to refuse aflicense under such circumstances. 

The law prohibits the marriage and pro- 
vides a punishment for those who violate the 
blood statute, butit fails to direct any officer 
with respect to the issue of a license in such 
cases. The Recorder underthbe now law is 
vested with the authority to issue a license to 
‘*any persons’? upon thesworn statement on 
the part of the applicants to the effect that 

are of age and are sin- 
These two requirements fulfilled, 
the Recorder is directed to issue the license 
upon receipt of $1 fee. Some lawyers have 
expressed the opinionthat the Recorder in 
his zeal to faithfully iuterpret the statute has 
in many instances since the license law went 
into effect somewhat exceeded his authority 
in the matter of questioning and investigat- 
ing. In any case it would appear that he is 
not instructed as to the license issuing to 
parties not of the same race,and that would 
seem to be a matter with which he has noth- 
ing todo. Thelicense law was the outcome 
of an effort on the part of the ministers here 
who went before the lust Legislature and dis- 
cussed measures fora legal enactment that 
would shift the responsibility of granting 
the authority for marrving persons upon the 
shoulders of a public officer. Damage-suits 
have arisen in cases where ministers married 
young people under age and _ contrary 
to the wishes of their parents or guardians. 
The Rev. John Wilson, of the United Pres- 
byterian Church on Morgan street, was one 
victim who was called upon to pay the statu- 
tory penalty, after a trial in the Circuit Court. 
After this the churches became interested in 
revising the legal features of the marriage 
question, and the license law was the 
fruit of their deliberations; but 
the strengthening of the statutes with 
reference to the intermarriage of the races 
never entered into the discussion of the min- 
isters. They were simplv anxious to protect 
themselves from prosecutions in cases involv- 
ing age andthe consent of parents or cuard- 
ians. Their functions under the new law are 
simple, inasmuch that upon production of the 
license they are cailed upon to perform the 
marrage ceremony without any preliminary 
questioning whatever. 
Hun@reds of marriages have been sane- 
tioned in this city between parties of differ- 
ent races by ministers and justices ofthe peace 
who were ignorantof the fact. It remains to 
be seen, however, whether the Recorder will 
be able to enforce the law prohibiting such 
relations, or at least whether he can refuse a 
license, provided that the requirements of 
the marriage statute are met in every other 
respect. 
A PosT-DISPATCH reporter inquired of 
Recorder Irwin this morning whether he had 
refused many licenses to persons of different 
race. He said: **Tomy knowledge only one 
application has been made here by a 
colored person for marriage to a 
white girl. That is the case 
which I mentioned to you before. A colored 
minister was consulted in the matter, and 
after reading the statute which I peinted out 
tobim he reached the same conclusion as 
myself, that there was no authority for issu- 
ing the Jicense; neither could the marriage 
be legally sdiemnized. Section? of the new 
law clearly. states that the Recorder is 
only authorized to issue licenses to persons 
‘legally entitled.’ Now section 1540 defines 
iilegal marriages,and the marriage of a color- 
ed person of one-eighth or more of negro blood 
to a white person is prohibited. I construe 
my duty clearly under those sections. If an 
applicant for licensein other regards is not 
= yea Iam directed to require the written 
consent of the parent or guardian before 
granting the license. If of age, lam required 
to take the statement of the applicant that he 
or she is single and that no impediment ex- 
ists to the marriage on thatscore. ‘The law 
is clear enough on all points and a public 
ofticer cannot well err under it.”
